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Two charged with armed 
robbery of BP gas station

Two local people have been 
arrested and formally charged 
with the armed robbery of the 
BP gas station in Frederic 
Township on December 14, 
2003. 

Kelly Jo Pratt and Daniel 
Latesky, both 29 of Grayling, 
were arraigned February 10 in 
87th District Court. They both 
face life in prison if convicted. 

In the early morning robbery, 
the station’s clerk described the 
suspect as a white male, about 
33" to S3°S” tall with a slim 
build. The suspect was wearing 
a ski mask and allegedly threat- 
ened the clerk with a handgun. 
The suspect got away with about 
$70. 

Pratt and Latesky were pulled 
over in late January by a 
Grayling City Patrolman. While 
Latesky fled on foot, Pratt 
stayed in the vehicle and offered 
information about crimes she 
and Latesky have allegedly 
committed tn the area. A plastic 
handgun and a ski mask were 
found in the vehicle. 

Police are also investigating 
the December 21, 2003 robbery 
of a store in Luzerne and are try- 
ing to determine whether 
Latesky and Pratt had any 
involvement in that crime.

Filing deadline for school 
board election April 12

The deadline to file for candi- 
dacy in the June 14 school elec- 
tion is Jess than two months 
away — April 12.

A maximum of {00 signa- 
tures may be collected by any 


one candidate. 

The candidacy alternative of 
paying a fee instead of gathering 
signatures was adopted in 2002 
under Public Act 157, 

The seat of longtime school 
board member and former presi- 
dent and vice president, Marilyn 
Rosi, will be up for election in 
June. Rosi said she will not be 
seeking re-election this term. 

“T have really enjoyed my 12 
years on the board, it has really 
been a privilege,” she said. “But, 
now its {ime for someone new, 
perhaps someone with young 
children enrolled in the district, 
to come on board.” 

The Board of Education meets 
the third Monday of each month 
at 7 p.m. in the Grayling 
Elementary School's Conference 
Room. 

Nominating petitions are 
available at the school district’s 
administrative office located at 
403 East Michigan Avenue in 
Grayling.

Two bus drivers and six stu- 
dents sought medical attention 
for minor injuries following a 
rear-end collision involving two 
local school buses at about 3:13 
p.m. on February 10.

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Mercy Hospital Grayling will 
be expanding and renovating its 
Obstetrics and Surgery units fol- 
lowing recent approval from its 
parent company, Trinity Health. 

Changes in the Obstetrics/ 
Neonatal unit will include the 
creation of four modem, private 
Labor, Delivery, and Post-partum 
rooms, a new nursing station, 
nursery and infant treatment 
area, an expanded family waiting 
area, and a redesigned outpatient 
testing area. The new nursery 
will provide a more comfortable 
space for pediatricians to care for 
newborns. 

“The rooms will be about 100 
percent bigger,” said obstetrician 
Carl Schubert, M.D. “The reno- 
vations will provide a very com- 
fortable, more home-like envi- 
ronment. For example, now 
every room will have a shower, 
making it much more convenient 
for the mothers.” 
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The last structural changes to 
this unit took place in 1950. 
“This will be quite an upgrade,” 
said Dr. Schubert. “Patients will 
receive the same great care, but 
in a much more comfortable set- 
ting.” 

The project also calls for all 
three of the hospitals operating 
rooms to be renovated, with two 
of them being expanded in size 
and capacity. These operating 
room enhancements will include 
new lighting, fresh wall cover- 
ings, new flooring, a larger stor- 
age area and updated equipment. 
The two original operating 
rooms were constructed in the 
1950s, with the third room added 
in the 1908s. 

It will be necessary to relocate 
a number of other departments 
within the hospital to make space 
for the surgery expansion. In 
order to facilitate this relocation, 
a new modular office building 
has been added to the Mercy 
Hospital Grayling campus. 

“In the 20 years I have been at 
Mercy Hospital Grayling, the 
operating suite has remained the 
same, despite considerable 
changes in technology that 
require additional room and 
improved design to meet the 
demands,” said Surgeon K. 
Ramaswamy, M.D.

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Array of fires keep local departments busy

Local fire departments have 
been called out on a number of 
fires over the past few wecks, 
leaving a doctor's office dam- 
aged and destroying two homes. 

Grayling City and Township 
fire fighters responded toa call at 
2093 Deer Track Trail, east of 
Stephan Bridge Road and north 
of M-72 East, on February 6 
when a caller reported smoke 
coming from a mobile home 
around | p.m. 

The mobile home is believed 
to have been manufactured in the 
1950s. The cause of the fire has 
yet to be named, but there was a 
lot of smoke damage and fire 
Officials said the home is most 
likely a total loss. No one was 
injured as a result of the fire. 

On February 10, a fire reported 
at the Milltown Clinic on North 
Down River Road went to three 
alarms as an employee of the 
clinic reported seeing flames just 
before 7:30 a.m.

Called first to the scene were 
Grayling fire fighters. Beaver 
Creek and Frederic Fire 
Departments also responded, as 
did an ambulance crew from 
Mobile Medical Response. 

The ambulance remained on 
scene to assure there was no one 
injured, 

Grayling Fire Department Fire 
Marshal Travis Roberts said the 
clinic suffered damage to the 
office of Dr, Laurey Hanselman, 
DO. Seven patient rooms were 
affected and some medical 
records are believed to have been 
lost in the fire. 

The building also houses 
offices for Alpine Eye Care and 
Dr. Jeffrey Chaulk, Dr. K. 
Ramaswamy, MD, and orthope- 
dic surgeon Dr. Robert Halter. 
Roberts said Halter is the owner 
of the building. 

The cause of the fire has not 
been named. A quick response 
and extra manpower are credited 
for keeping the fire from spread- 
ing to other offices in the clinic. 

Finally, just before 11 p.m. on 


February 13, Frederic Volunteer 
Fire and EMS personnel were 
called to a two-story full-log 
home just off of Brown Street in 
Frederic. The first to the scene 
was a Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputy who reported a “working 
structure fire.” 

Frederic Fire Chief Doug Pratt 
called immediately for support 
from departments in the neigh- 
boring communities of Lovells 
Township, Grayling Township, 
and Otsego Lake Township, 
bringing the call to four alarms. 
A water point was quickly set up 
on May Lake Road to pump as 
much water as needed from the 
lake, as fast as possible. 

Both water and foam were 
used to extinguish the fire which 
was brought under control well 
cnough to release two depart- 
ments at about 1:30) a.m. 
Frederic fire fighters finished up 
and went back to their station at 
about 3:30 a.m. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission responded with salt 
when surrounding strects became 


ice covered and slippery duc to 
the high volume of water and 
extremely low temperatures. 

Pratt said a preliminary inves- 
tigation the following morning 
revealed the fire appeared to have 
started in an area of the home 
that houses a wood stove and a 
hot tub, but would not comment 
on a cause pending an investiga- 
tion by the State Fire Marshal out 
of the Michigan State Police Post 
in Gaylord. That investigation 
was expected to begin on 
February 17. 

Pratt explained the investiga- 
tion by the Fire Marshal is a mat- 
ler of protocol and does not 
believe the fire was suspicious in 
nature, 

No one was home at the time 
of the fire and no one was 
injured, Pratt said homeowner 
Gary Gugin “lost everything” 
including his lakefront home on 
May Lake (valued between 
$150,000 to $200,000) to the 
fire. The American Red Cross 
was called to assist Gugin on 
Saturday morning. 


Not much Canadian trash at Waters

Lyndon Johnson of Texas 
became president after the assassination 
of President Kennedy in 1963.

He was a sen- 
ator from California when elected vice 
president with President Dwight 
Eisenhower in 1952.

DEAN’S SPEECH Political insiders 


and pundits generally credit the enthusi- 
astic speech by Howard Dean after he 
lost the lowa caucus vote as one primary 
reason his candidacy plummeted. 

His speech generally was described as 
ranting or raving, out of control, with a 
“scream” at the end. The speech, more 
than any other single incident, according 
to this line of reasoning, showed Gov. 
Dean was too emotional and unstable to 
be a good leader, and severely weakened 
his public support and doomed his can- 
didacy. 

Perhaps. My personal reading is a bit 
different. To me, the speech was com- 
pletely appropriate at the time and under 
the circumstances. 

The audience was primarily disheart- 
ened Dean campaign workers, including 
many volunteers, who had worked hard 
for long hours in Iowa, and expected to 
win, Candidate Dean had an obligation 
to boost their spirits and rekindle their 
enthusiasm for continued hard work on 
campaigns ahead. 

That’s what he tried to do. An enthusi- 
astic leader is essential to have enthusi- 


astic campaign workers, and that night, 
Howard Dean was enthusiastic. Perhaps 
the closing “scream” was a bit over- 
board, but it certainly shouldn’t be fatal. 

Gov. Dean and his speech were 
pounced upon by his opponents, many 
of the pundits, and much of the political 
press. 

Most of these folks would not accept 
Mr. Dean as a legitimate candidate in the 
first place, and were amazed at his rapid 
climb as a candidate. They didn’t know 
how to explain him because they didn’t 
understand his appeal. The other candi- 
dates and political experts had been con- 
sistently tearing him down, so burying 
him with his own speech was a good 
way to indicate they had been right all 
along. 

What if Mr. Dean had won the Iowa 
caucuses, and then gave the same rous- 
ing speech to his troops? 

What reaction would the Dean lowa 
speech have aroused if it had not been 
broadcast on live television? 

Would the Dean candidacy still have 
the life it once had? 


It makes me wonder.

Credit union warns of recent schemes 


North Central Area Credit 
Union would like to share this 
recent publication from the 
Financial Crimes Enforcement 
Network of the United States

Recently, many Americans 
have received a series of fraudu- 
lent e-mails, which direct recipi- 
ents to websites where they are 
asked to verify very sensitive 
personal information. 

The e-mails claim the individ- 
ual’s personal information is nec- 
essary to assist in the fight 
against terrorism or for some 
other purpose supposedly 
required by law. 

These e-mails are purportedly 
sent from several government 
agencies or include content relat- 
ed to government agencies 
including the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, the 
Office of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, the Securities Investor 
Protection Corporation and oth- 
ers. 

The web sites to which the e- 
mail recipients are directed often 
are very similar to, if not actual 
clones of official government 


sites, 

The fraudulent e-mails are part 
of a scam known as “phishing.” 
Phishing is the fraudulent 
scheme of sending an e-mail! to a 
user falsely claiming to be a 
legitimate company. The e-mail 
attempts to con the user into sur- 
rendering private information 
that could later be used for iden- 
tity theft. The e-mail directs the 
user {0 visit a web site where 
they are asked to update personal 
information, such as name, 
account and credit card numbers, 
passwords, social security num- 
bers and other information. The 
web site, however, is bogus and 
set up only to steal the user’s 
information, 

As part of the Treasury 
Department’s efforts to fight 
identity theft, we want to assure 
Americans that federal financial 
agencies do not communicate 
with consumers by e-mail 


requesting important personal. 
information such as your name, 
account numbers, date of birth, 
and/or social security number. 
Consumers can protect them- 
selves from this latest identity 
theft scam by following these 
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useful tips, which were devel- 
oped by the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC): 

« If you get an e-mail that 
warns you, with little or no 
notice, that an account of yours 
will be shut down unless you 
reconfirm your billing informa- 
tion, do not reply or click on the 
link in the e-mail. Instead, con- 
tact the company cited in the e- 
mail using a telephone number or 
web site address you know to be 
genuine. 

¢ Avoid e-mailing personal and 
financial information. Before 
submitting financial information 
through a web site, look for the 
“lock” icon on the browser’s sta- 
tus bar.

If your statement 
is late by more than a couple of 
days, call your credit card com- 
pany or bank to confirm your 
billing address and account bal- 
ances. 

* Report suspicious activity to

the FTC. Send the actual spam 
to uce@fic.gov. If you believe 
you've been scammed, file your 
complaint at www.ftc.gov, and 
then visit the FTC’s Identity 
Theft web site, www.ftc.gov/ 
idtheft, to learn how to minimize 
your risk of damage from identi- 
ty theft, 

The Treasury and federal 
financial regulators are working 
hard to combat identity theft 
including the use of new tools in 
legislation recently signed by 
President Bush. But all con- 
sumers must take reasonable pre- 
cautions in the use of their per- 
sonal financial information in 
order to help prevent themselves 
from becoming victims of identi- 
ty thieves.

There are many qual- 
ified administrators out there 
who could have done equally as 
well or maybe even better than 


Mr. Elsner. 

One of my concerns is that 
some of the young people who 
frequent the library were not 
well-behaved and not corrected 
when they weren’t acting in a 
responsible and respectful man- 
ner. That would appear to be the 
director’s job. 

Frequently, boards make 
unpopular decisions and not all 
of the reasons can be broadcasted 
as they contain personal issues 
that could possibly harm the indi- 
vidual involved. We will never 
know all the reasons the Library 
Board decided not to renew his 
contract, just as we never know 
all the reasons a teacher or school 
staffer is dismissed.

Two experts on terrorism have 
impressed me, Steve Emerson 
whom we quoted !8 months 
before the September !

in Western light. He says, the 
fundamentalists also known as 
“Islamism or Militant Islam” 
have “three main features: a 
devotion to the sacred law, a 
rejection of Western influences, 
and a turning of faith into ideolo- 
gy.” 

Pipes says that Militant Islam 
is totally different from 
Traditional Islam. Traditional 
Islam emphasizes the relation- 
ship of each individual with god, 
while Militant Islam emphasizes 
a societal quest for political 
power. Since most Muslims also 
believe in theocracy or divine 


government, it is hard for most of 


them to understand the distinc- 
tion we make by dividing reli- 
gion and state government. 
Pipes shows that Militant 
Islam is more a totalitarian sys- 
tem seeking global power than a 
pious religion. Since American 
government rules as a secular 
system that is separated from all 
religion, our leaders feel com- 
pelled not to judge or condemn 
any aspect of any religious sys- 
tem. But as Pipes points out, 
Radical Islam operates more as a 
political than a religious system. 
To illustrate his point Pipes 
quotes Ayatollah Khomeini wril- 
ing to Mikhail Gorbachev and 
offering to help prop up the athe- 
istic Soviet system: “I strongly 
urge that in breaking down the 
walls of Marxist fantasies you do 
not fall into the prison of the 
West and the Great Satan(I call 
upon you seriously to study and

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conduct research into Islam)I 
openly announce that the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, as the greatest 
and most powerful base of the 
Islamic world, can easily help fill 
up the ideological vacuum of 
your system.” Notice Khomeini 
offered Gorbachev Islamic ideol- 
ogy, not religion. As Pipes said, 
“Islam for him had become so 
disembodied from faith, he fore- 
saw a non-Muslim _ like 
Gorbachev adopting Islamic 

ways without becoming a 
Muslim. If so, the transformation 
of Islam from faith to political 
construct is then complete.” 

Traditional Muslims are the 
first and greatest victims of radi- 
cal Islamism. If we are to win 
this global war agains( terrorism, 
we must seek the help of the 
Muslim masses just as President 
Ronald Reagan sought the help 
of the Soviet masses to help 
defeat Communism. Islamism is 
the enemy of ali our freedoms.

Business plans help more cities find their niche -

LANSING -- It used to be the 
kind of city where you could 
shoot a cannon downtown with- 
out worrying about hitting any- 
body. Not a soul on the Streets, 
empty storefronts — certainly not 
the kind of place you’d go for fun 
if you were young and hip. 

No longer. Today, a business 
strategy has matched and market- 
ed Royal Oak’s offerings with 
demographics and - with a lot of 
hard work — changed the city’s 
image. With swanky cafes and 
sophisticated shops, it’s 
Michigan’s role model as a “cool 
city” among 18- to 35-year-olds. 

More and more communities 
are adopting such a business strat- 
egy, many because they learned 
the hard way — through economic 
pressure, competition and the dis- 
appearance of the businesses that 
once constituted their lifeblood 
and now know that it’s necessary 
to find their own niche to survive 
or revive. 

“The cily is a business and it 
needs to run itself as a business. 
It’s not a country club. For any 
business to be successful, it takes 
planning first,” said = Jerry 
Dettloff, Royal Oak’s downtown 
manager. 

One city facing the challenge is 
Greenville, an 8,000-population 
Grand Rapids suburb, which is 
about to lose 2,700 jobs with the 
relocation of an Electrolux facto- 
ry to Mexico, In recent years,

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and St. Johns have experienced 
similar losses with military base 
and plant closings. 

To attract new people and busi- 
nesses, each community must 
find its unique identity and focus 
on offering something different to 
groups that may naturally come 
there, said Bill Anderson, a lob- 
byist with the Michigan 
Townships Association. 

“Suburban areas all look very 
much alike,” he said. “If we truly 
want to create an atmosphere 
where people want to move into 
Michigan, into particular commu- 
nities and into an urban type set- 
ting, we have to let people choose 
the community based on what it 
has to offer to that group of pco- 
ple.” 

Detloff agrees: 

“4t’s literally impossible to be 
everything to everyone, You can't 
address every age group, so you 
need to center around people’s 
lifestyles and target one particular 
group.” 

Communities wanting to plan 
five to 20 years ahead need to do 
a self-analysis, asking themselves 
what and who they want to be in 
order to find their niche, he 
added. 

“It’s easy to sit around a table 
and put together a wish list, but in 
reality, do you know whether you 
have the demographics to support 
that wish Hist?” Dettloff asked. 
“You need to know who’s coming 
to your town, why they're com- 
ing, where the voids are, how to 
fill the voids and what to fill them 
with.”

In Royal Oak - and recently St. 
Clair — the answers were discov- 
ered by a consultant who did a 
market analysis to find out how to 
create a more balanced downtown 
and to lend direction about which 
businesses to recruit. . 

Restaurants and businesses 
were attracted to downtown 
Royal Oak, and Dettloff said a 
strong collaboration between the 
downtown development authori- 
ty, government and the business 
community further boosted the 
city. 

Jim Donaldson, vice president 
of business development with the 
Michigan Economic 
Development Corp., said other 
communities that have success- 
fully created their own niche are 
Battle Creek, which has attracted 
Asian businesses, Kalamazoo, 
which focuses on life sciences 
businesses, and Traverse City, 
which has tourism and light 
industries. 

In Greenville, city manager 
George Bosanic is meeting with 
three companies that are consid- 
ering moving there, but there is 
no definite plan yet. 


“We believe the base jobs, 
which are manufacturing jobs, 
create wealth for our communi- 
ty,’ Bosanic said. “We're also tar- 
geting high-tech jobs and jobs in 
the medical field, but so is every- 
body else. We'll take what we can 
get, obviously.” 

Debra Beyer, a member of the 
task force set up to make the new 
economic plan for Greenville, 
agreed, 

“| don’t think it’s a major issue 
at this point what they make or 
what their product is as much as if 
they feel that this is an attractive 
area and they want to set up shop 
and utilize our skilled work 
force,” Beyer said. 

The city will continue to mar- 
ket what it has in the past, she 
said. 

“We have a strong school sys- 
tem, access to quality health care, 
a thriving arts community,” Beyer 
said.. “We have the small-town 
atmosphere but are close to Grand 
Rapids and Lansing. We think we 
have something to offer here that 
you can’t necessarily get in every 
other small town.”

Snow, ice 
should be 
cleared 
from meters 


As this winter wears on, the 
snow continues to pile up. 
Because of heavy snows in 
many parts of Michigan, 
MichCon is asking its customers 
to clear snow from their gas 
meters and to clear a path to the 
meters.

Good Dental Habits Can Be Fun If Taught Right 


Overusing toothpaste and brushing too hard are common pitfalls among younger children.
